2. The rejection of claim 19 under 35 USC 101 is dropped, as applicant's remarks are 
persuasive. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-18 under obvious-type double patenting over USP 63100099 is 
dropped as a terminal disclaimer has been filed and accepted.
